THE ARMY AND NAVY BEGIN TO FALL. 


The past fortnight has witnessed a fresh phase in the progress of the Russian revolution. Hitherto the authorities have 
prided themselves on the fact that, although the people might rise in open revolt aga nst them, the soldiers, if not the. sailors, 
of the Russian Empire were loyal to the Throne, and would alway: do the Tsar's bidding in any crisis that might occur. 

This can no lng r be said. Last week we chronicled the incident at Odessa, where troops fired in desperation upon 
the bloodthirsty Cossacks, who were murdering men, women, and children indiscriminately. ~ 


This week even more serious revolts amongst the men of the army and navy have taken place in Kronstadt and other large 
cities. The revolution has really begun. : 


THE KRONSTADT 
MUTINY. 


At the end cf last week Kronstadt, 
the important fortress and‘ naval 
station’ at the north of the Neva, 
fell into the hands of the mutinous 
sailors of. the Baltic Squadron. 

The town and dockyards were 
speedily in: ilames, and many build- 
ings, including the hotels; , the 
Admiral's residence. and the Naval 
Club were pillaged.

The news of the mutiny spread

When the original mutineers came | 
eshore from their transport they 
wera . enthusiastically received by 
several thousand soldiers and sailors 
on the quay. A procession was 
fcrmed. which proceeded through 
the principal streets in the maritime 
district.

or not. 


Paradoxical as this argument seems, 
it undoubtedly expresses the very 
general feeling in constitutional 
monarchies that Kings have ceased to 
be impediments to the advance ot 
democracy. The people, having 
obtained ‘self-government under the 
form of monarchy do not care to 
struggle for the abolition of a cón. 
venient legal fiction. King Oscar 
made no more fuss about his deposi- 
tion than a Prime Minister who has 
been put out of office by an adverse 
vote on the Budget. . 

Undoubtedly many persons now- 
adays will agree with Dr. Johnson, 
who said that he would not give 
half-a-guinea to live under one form 
of government rather than another. 
Put there is no doubt that the feel- 
ing of the public in most European 
countries has gone far beyond the 
nettral point of regarding Kings as 
harmless national decorations. They 
are now held to be useful, if not 
essential.

Jis rudi- 
mentary wings served as paddles; its legs 
were short, and placed so far back in the 
body that, when standing. the bird 
assumed an erect position, The egg was 
as large as that of a swan, yellowish- 
white in colour, with black markings. It 
is now highly prized by collectors, as 
much as 200 guineas having been paid for 
a single specimen, ‘The Little Auk is a 
native of the Arctic Ocean.
